No Caption - Analogous Wording To Docket #369 

There is no caption on the upper right part of the first page because there was no hearing or 
motion to approve claims. Ratiier, die trustee's attorney submitted suggested "Order Allowing 
Claims" in Docket #368 absent any motion to approve claims for which a purported "Order 
Allowing Claims" would have been relevant. 

Similar to docket entry #369 Tsai Law Company's Objection To Proposed Order On Claims" 
(See Exhibit "1") which objects to a proposed order absent any motion to approve the order, I 
have similarly submitted this document, "Objection to Proposed Order On Claims." 

Correct Amount Already Approved By The Court Should Be Used 

The allocation of $30,000 to die Tsai Law Company PLLC for Chapter 1 1 administrative 
claims shown by the Trustee on Page 9 of the proposed order is not correct 

The Court has already found that fees, costs, and expenses in the amount of $62,079 (Docket 
No. 196) were "reasonable" and therefore ordered that they be "approved" provisionally. This 
seems to imply "provisionally" until such time that all other claims of equal priority can also be 
paid at 100%. That time is now thus the approval is no longer provisional. The correct amount 
already approved of $62,079 should be reflected in the claims.
